LONDON, Jan. 2-—At the Japanese 
legation it was said that the ne 
gotiatiom over the terms of surrender 
might involve communication with Tokio, 
possibly resulting in delay until Tuesday 
or Wednesday, but there was little diapoet- 
tion to doubt that an agreemest would be 
reached.

PARIS IS AGOG ~ 
OVER SURRENDER. 


PARIS, Jan. 2—The report of negotia- 
tions for the surrender of Port Arthur came 
as a surprise, while the holiday celebra- 
tions were going on and all public and 
private business was suspended. 

The Japanese legation was the first to 
receive official confirmation of the report 
that Gen. Stoessel had asked for terms. The 
foreign office wae not advised officially up 
to noon, neither was the Russian embassy. 
The news traveled rapidly and was wide- 
ly @iescussed at the various official and 
diplomatic reoeptions. 

French sentiment generally applauds the 
heroic defense of Gen. Stoessel, but it ac- 
cords recognition of the siege of Gen. Nog! 
and Admiral Togo. 

The American embassy held a brilliant 
reception this afternoon, where the sur- 
render of Port Arthur was the prevailing 
topic among the official and diplomatic 
guests. 


WHAT RUSSIA LOSES 
BY PT. ARTHUR'S FALL 


~~ 
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Port Arthur has been called appropri- 
ately enough ‘“‘the Gibraltar of Asia.’ Its 
likeness to the great fortress which guards 
the entrance of the Mediterranean occurs 
naturally to one who views it from the 
seaward side. The height which holds the 
main fortifications is a high tower-Tike hill, 
somewhat less rugged than Gibraltar in 
its outlines, but equally commanding tn 
its position. From here the land slopes 
down to the protected shores of the har- 
bor, affording opportunity for successive 
tiers of earthworks and galleries. in the 
rear the place is surrounded by a semi- 
circle of hills, up which it was supposed 
no foe could make its way against the 
frowning lines of great guns that look out 
from the earthworks along their sides. The 
stronghold, therefore, to Russia appeared 
to be so located as to defy attack from 
every quarter. In this respect it is like 
Gibraltar. In reality, however, Port Arthur 
is more than an artistic Gibraltar, for it 
shields an ample harbor, and is therefore 
@quipped as a great strategic naval base 
as well as a powerfully defended fortress. 

it was by no accident that Port Arthur 
was selected by Russia as the objective 
point In the coup de grace of 188 by which 
she made herself, mistress of the Oriental 
situation so far as North China was con- 
cerned. That point was dGeliberately se- 
lected as potentially the strongest on the 
entire coast. Indeed, only a superficial ex- 
amination of ite situation is needed to con- 
vince one that if the port and its sur- 
roundings had been iaid out with an ere 
to strategic possibilities it would have b>oen 
Impossible to construct a place more idea! 
from the viewpoint of defense. 

Port Arthur is situated at the southeast. 
ern polnt of the Liao-Tung peninsula. 
which divides the Gulf of Pe-chi-li from 
the Yellow sea. Directly oppoatte and fac- 
ing it, 110 miles distant, is Wel-Hai-Wei, 
wonwreied hy “he English, but which they

Arthur as a base, could control the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Pe-chi-li absolutely 
and thus become master of the marine 
highway to Taku, Tien-Tsin and Pekin. 


Environs Ideal 
for Defense Purposes. 


If anything were lacking in the topog- 
raphy of Port Arthur and its environs to 
render it an admirable military stronghold, 
the deficiency would be more than supplied 
by the character of its water approaches. 
The town is situated om a bay connected by 
% narrow strip of land with the peninsula 
proper. 

From seaward the port is reached by 
windmg channel not more than 300 mani 
across in its widest part and narrowing 
to less than 200 in some portions. This chan- 
nel runs northward from the open sea for 
three-quarters of a mile, and for neariy 
the entire distance is enfiladed by a fort 
carrying a heavy battery, which is located 
on a curving point on the western shore. 
This fort was erected originally by the 
Chinese and by them was named the ‘Ti- 
ger Tail."’ 

Since it passed into the hands of the Rus- 
stans it has been strengthened enormously, 
and another fort on the opposite bank has 


been reconstructed and fortified s3 as to’ 


command the passage. In the face of the 
destructive fire that could be poured from 
these forts it would be tmpossible for any 
naval vessel attempting to enter the chan- 
nel to live for more than a few moments, 
even if she escaped annihilation by the 
mines and torpedoes at the entrance. 

Admirai Togo never attempted to take 
his warships into this channel, but did 
sink merchant ships there to bottle the 
Port Arthur fleet. In nearly every case 
the fire of the Russian guns sent the 
ships to the bottom.

and ammunition, and even a torpedo fac- 
tory. These various structures extend 
about three sides of the big tidal basin, 
and the different departments of the yards 
are connected by a railway half a mile in 
length. 

Port Arthur thus possesses all the nat- 
ural advantages which go to make a 
strong naval base. That its fitness for this 
purpose was appreciated by the Chinese 
themselves is shown by their selection of 
it as their chief naval station before the 
outbreak of: the Chino-Japanese war. 

The Japanese, however, while conceding 
It to be an important strategic position, 
declared from the beginning of the war 
that they would easily take it though it 
might cost them several thousand men. 

Whether they have revolutionized’ the 
art of war and upset the tried theories of 
military engineers, or the defense of the 
place was a great, ghastly blunder, will 
have to be determined by the experts. It 
is enough now to say that European and 
American strategists had declared Port 
Arthur impregnable save from a starvation 
siege. and the comparative ease with 
which the Japanese have wrought its loom 
has amazed them. 

It really looks very much like these little 
Orientals have taught the world a lesson 
in the art of war, though they are young 
In its study. 


SEARCHERS FEAR 
TWO MEN DROWNED 
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Yacht Thystle Not Reported 
Since Foundering That Caused 
Death of Dr. Young. 


The launch Thystle, with O. J. Hand and 
J. L. Stunkard of Brazil, Ind., aboard, is 
mysteriously missipg below St. Louie and 
friends of the young men fear the woat 
has been. lost in the ice. 

The Thystle started down river With the 
Jimmy Hicks, the yaohtimhich capsized be- 
low St. Louis last week and caused the 
drewning of Dr. Hifam Young of 1801 Olive 
street, who was on his way to Florida 
with Edwin Hopkins. 

The launches left Carondelet together last 
Thursday. The Thystie grounded in mid- 
stream a short distance below Jefferson 
Barracks. The Hicks attempted to go to 
her relief, but the ice was running s0 
heavy that she was compelled to go on 
down river. At Selma, % miles below St. 
Louis, the Hicks struck a snag and went 
down, and Dr. Young drowned. 

In the excitement attending the death of 
Dr. Young and his companion's heroic ef- 
forts to save him, the Thystle was forgot- 
ten until two days ago, when it was re- 
called that the boat had not been reported 
since she was left stranded below Jefferson 
Barracks. - 

G. C. Marsh of 6800 South levee, builder 
of both boats and a friend of the young 
men who left in the Thystle, became 
alarmed about them Sunday and began to 
make inquiries. He has thus far been un- 
able to learn anything, and he, with other 
friends of the pair, is fearful that the boat 
might have been caught in the ice and 
overturned, causing the death of those 
aboard. 

Marsh telephoned to Capt. Paul Rovto 
who is at Ste.

The news of the fall of Port Arthui 
caused a stir of interest in Jefferson Bar- 
racks. Nothing else was discussed Mon- 
day monring by the officers and the men. 

“Port Arthur has fallen!" A rare bit of 
news for a military post, ran like wildfire 
through the post. and groups of. officers 
and men were discussing it everywhere 
within a few minutes after the barracks 
heard the news. 

There was an eagerness for details, and 
when these followed fast upon the 
announcement, they were scized upon 
and interpreted with that knowledge 
of war which obtains among men whose 
business is war. 

A’ Post4Dispatch reporter who reached 
the barracks enrly in the forenoon was 
@@gerly pressed for news of the surrender. 

Col. Anderson said: 

“It was a wonderful siege upon both 
sides. There have been few such defenses 
as the Russian garrison made, and few 
armies have lIafd siege to a place so per- 
sistently and destructively as the Japs laid 
siege to Port Arthur. 

“There have been sieges and sieges, but 
seldom one comparing with' this In any 
respect. 

“I feel safe in saying that fort fell be- 
cause its defenders had exhausted the food 
and ammunition which have sustained tw#m 
in the long fight. 

“They must have been near to starvation, 
and I am sure the Japs will find scarce.y 
any but empty magazines when they march 
into the city.’’ 

Asked what the effect would be, Col. 
Anderson said: 

“It will throw 60,000 Japs upon Kuropat- 
kin's back within a week, and it will 
quicken the military spirit of the Japs won- 
derfully. 

“Gen. Nogi's army will now be able to 
swing around and participate in the main 
fighting with Kuropatkin. 

“T do not believe the Japs will ever re- 
linquish Port Arthur now that they have 
taken it. They captured it from the Chi- 
nese in the war with China, and subse- 
quently gave it up to Russia, their worst 
enemy, upon demand of the Powers. They 
will not make that mistake again. They 
have paid a dear price to regain it, and 
they will stick there, or I m much. mis- 
taken. Port Arthur will be a’ FJapan@ee 
sentinel over Corea and Manchuria.» 4% 

Asked to explain Marshal Oyama’s “fot 
to Gen. Nogi, asking that “military hon- 
ors’’ be shown Gen. Stoessel, Col. Anderson 
said: 

“It means that when Gen. Stoessel yields 
his sword it will be returned to him. 

*‘No*surrender is complete until the loser 
hands his sword to the victor, and there 
is no greater magnanimity than to return 
the sword. 

“This, according to our understanding; is 
what Gen. Nogi will do when Gen. Stoesse! 
hands him the sword which has so long 
defended Port Arthur.”’ 

Col. Anderson believes that all the of- 
ficers of the garrison will have their side- 
arms returned to them as a mark of the 
respect in which they are held by their 
‘conquerors. 

“The arms of the garrison the Japanese 
will retain,’’ Col. Anderson says. 

“f judge from Marshal Oyama’s dispatch 
to Gen. Nogi that it is the Mikado’'s desire 
to show the Russian garrison the fuilest 
magnanimity. This means that the troops 
surrendered by Gen. Stoessel, as well as 
the genera] and his staff, will be paro‘ed 
and exchanged as quickly as possible. 

“They will, of course, be sent back to 
Russia, but I hardly believe they will be 
permitted to go by the overland route. The 
Japanese will likely insist that they be sent 
around upon troop ships.” 

Col. Anderson sees nothing but dark 
clouds ahead of the Russians, now that 
Port Arthur has fallen. He says the sur- 
render gives the Japanese possession of the 
Asiatic terminus of the Siberian railroad 
and mastery of the only all-the-year open 
harbor on the Manchurian coast. 

The fall of Port Arthur will have a de- 
pressing effect upon all the Russian troops, 
and they will have even less heart for the 
fighting than the little they have exhib- 
itcd hitherto, says Col. Anderson. 

Fie believes that the spirit the Japanese 
are exhibiting In their treatment of the 
conquered defenders of Port Arthur will 
win them more acclaim than anything they 
have done since the war began.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The New York 
World today prints the following from the 
“Irigh Joan of Arc:”’ 

PARIS, Dec. 24.--To 
New York World: 

There can be no doubt that distress, in 
many places amounting to famine, exists 
at present throughout the west of Ireland. 

By the end of January hundreds of peo- 
ple will by dying of starvation if speedy 
and strenuous measures are not taken for 
thelr relief, Already 
isting on one meal a day, consisting of a 
plate of Indian meal etirabout or tea, often 
without milk, and dry bread. 

The Irish pwpers have columns every day 
deserting the painful condition of the 
people and the English papers corrob- 
orate them fully. 

It is terrible to think that, if the govern- 
ment had wished, this present famine and 
all the horrible misery it brings with it 
might have been averted and at but small 
cost. Signs of potato disease were visible 
in many places last year and had provision 
been made for enabling the people to get 
fresh, wholesome geed the present famine 
would have been avoided. Appeals to the 


the Exjitor of the 


‘government were made, but nothing came 


of it. 

This year's crop is too bad even for pigs 
to feed on; and the people are obliged to 
part with their stock at ridiculously small 
prices, being unable to feed them. 

The English government does not wish to 
prevent famine in Ireland. It forms part 
of ita system of government. It will do 
nothing to save the people, unless forced 
to do so by the pressure of public opinion 
abroad or by the desperate resolve of the

Our people do not ask it; yet one 
cannot let one’s fellow creatures die of 
starvation; one cannot see little children 
fall, as I have seen them, starving by the 
roadside on their way to school, These 
things one cannot see and remain silent, 
and if an appeal to American cNar- 
ity is made I feel sure it will receive 
a generous response, but if it is made it 


will only be because the English govern-

BILL ASKS. BETTER 
PAY FOR FIREMEN 


Measure. Wil! Provide for Increase 
in Salaries of From 10 to 
25 Per Cent. 


The 000 members of the St. Louis fire de- 
partment are having a bill drafted for a 
genera] increase in salaries, ranging from 
10 to % per cent. The rank and file of the 
department now receive $90 a month It is 
proposed to raise their monthly stipend to 
$100; engineers, who receive $100 monthly, 
will be given 10 per cent increase; lieuten- 
ants, who now get $9, will be raised to $115; 
captains will be raised from $100 to $12; 
assistant chiefa from {$1800 annually to 
$2100, and first assistant chief from $2000 to 
$2400. No provision is made for increasing 
the salary of Chief Swingley in the Dill. 

&. Louls firemen are now on duty 
hours, with three hours for meals, and one 
day off in every ten 

The New York department is trying now 
what is known as the “shift’’ system, the 
men working only twelve hours in every 
twenty-four. The Chicago City Council has 
just passed a bill providing for the same 
“shift” system in the Chicago department. 
Mayor Harrison vetoed a similar bill last 
year because the city’s finances were too 
low. It is thought he will sign the bill 
this time. 

It is estimated that the “shift’ system 
could be put in force in the St. Louis de- 
partment with the addition of 1M firemen. 
There are now twelve members in the 
downtown. companies and nine in the com- 
panies located west of Jefferson avenue. 
The addition of three men to each com- 
Pany would permit the adoption of the 
System now belng tried in New York city. 

New York fire captains get $1800 annually 


and the pay of the rank and file ranges 
from $100 to $125 a month. Engineers re- 


ceive $150 monthly.

Expect Intimations From Fellow 
Members Will Cavse Oregon 
Man to Be Absentee. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Senator Mitch- 
ell is on his way here from Oregon to 
attend the sessions of the senate, which 
Wil be resumed Wednesday. It is con- 
sidered certain that upon his arrival here 
he will be given an intimation, similar to 
that which Senator Burton receivedé—that 
it will be best for him to remain away 
from the senate chamber until a final dis- 
posilion of his case is reached. 

Froin the day of his indictment in S8t. 
louis, Mr. Burton has absented himself 
from the senate chamber and has not at- 
tended any meetings of committees of 
whicl: he is a member. 

He was given a quiet intimation that this 
ws the best course, as his conviction, if 
susiainei by the court of last resort, would 
act automatically in removing him from the 
Renate. Further, hea was told that if he 
persistcd in performing his duties it might 
he so offensive to other senators as to 
result cn action being taken looking to his 
expulsion, the senate being the sole judge 
of tae cualifications of its own members. 

This senate will go down in history as 
having witnessed au unprecedented num- 
ber ot its memvers accused of crime. Three 
senators have been indicted for the use 
of influence to control governmental. ac- 
tion. These are Charles H,. Dietrich of Ne- 
braska, Joseph R. Burton of Kansas and 
John H. Mitchell of Oregon. 

Mr. Dietrich was the nret Indicted. He 
was accused of accepting money for ob- 
taining the selection of a postmaster at 
Hastings, Neb., his home town, and also 
fur having rented a building owned by him- 
self to be occupied by the postoffice. His 
(ase was dismissed on a technicality. Mr. 
Dietrich subsequently demanded an inves- 
tigation by the senate, and a committee ex- 
onorated him. The acquittal came too late | 
to be Of assistance in prolonging his politi- 
cal career, and he will retire from the sen- 
ate March 8, next.

BODY OF VICTIM IS

The body of the man who was shot 
and killed at Nineteenth and Wash streets,
